AWAITING 
AN OWNER FOR 172 
YEARS beneath th e spa n ish m ain. 
For over ti hundred m d fifty years, ever 
since Hie galleons laden with Spanish gold 
vanisned Iii the dark waves of the harbor of 
Vigo from lh* grasp of the conquering Dutch 
and English fleets, efforts to tiring them again 
to the light of day and make them disgorge 
their gorgeous cargoes have been many and 
fruitless. 
These riches thus took to them­ 
selves tins and swam away, it will he re­ 
membered, in 1702, during the war of the 
Spanish succession. 
Spain was accustomed 
to draw all her sinews of. war from lier pos­ 
sessions in South America, and her drafts 
were always duly honored, lint the value re­ 
ceived was apt to get into the pockets of the 
wrong parties. The seas swarmed with Dutch 
and English privateers which made easy prey 
of the Spanish treasure-ships, rendered slow 
sailors by their unwieldy build. 
Owing to 
these repeated anticipations of the modern 
custom-house seizures Spain from 1698 to 
1702 imported no treasure, but at last lier ne­ 
cessities became so grout that she resolved to 
brave the Dutch and English Jayne of Itio-e 
days. 
Accordingly in Hie spring of Hie lat­ 
ter year a fleet of twonty-throi galleon-'.laden 
with treasure which had accumulated to a 
larger amount than ever before through the 
interval of non-importation, and convoyed by 
twenty-three 
French 
line-of-hallle ships— 
France living the ally of Spain—and nearly 
tho entire Spanish fleet, set out from the 
Spanish South American jmrls bound for 
Cadiz, and evading the Anglo-Dulch fleet 
sent to Intercept them arrived safely in the 
harbor of Vigo on tile 22d of September.— 
The treasuro-sbips were brought within tho 
lower hay, tho narrow channel leading to 
which was lined with forts, and to make as- 
suranco doubly sure a boom was thrown 
across the entrance. 
Some technicality due 
to Spanish etiquette caused a delay in land­ 
ing Hie treasure, which the enemy’s fleet took 
advantage of, and on the 21st of October it 
after a severe struggle cut through tho boom 
and triumphantly entered the supposed secure 
loner bay. 
Tho Spaniards 
seeing their 
dreaded despoilers thus successful, abandoned 
all thoughts of resistance and only thought of 
preventing the spoils from falling Into the 
hands of the victors. 
They immediately be­ 
gan to bura and scuttle tho treasure-sbips, 
with such success that only nine fell into the 
hands of the conquerors, two of which had 
to he abandoned, aud one—tho richest prizo 
of the entire fleet—taken by the English 
frigate Monmouth, struck on a rock when 
leaving tho harbor, and was lost. 
The Eng­ 
lish and Dutch made od in triumph with 
their six captures, and Hie remaining seven­ 
teen galleons with their treasures Ii avo re­ 
mained at the bottom of the harbor of Vigo 
to the present day. 
Tho amount of treasure 
on board the galleons at the outset is estima­ 
ted at 50,090,000 of pieces of eight, which is 
equivalent to that number of dollars in gold, 
(rom which is lo be deducted the amount 
landed, w hich is computed at 7,000,000, and 
tho amount captured,which is 6,000,000 more, 
leaving 37,000,000 of pieces of eight, or $37,* 
000,000, now submerged in the harbor ut 
Vigo. 
During the last century, before tile 
diving-bell had been invented, it was out of 
the question to attempt the recovery of what 
was thus, though lost to sight, dear to Hie 
memory of the Spaniard. 
But in 1825 an 
Englishman named Dickson, armed with a 
concession from tho Spanish Government, 
made an unsuccessful attempt to rob Vigo's 
barlior of the treasure it iiad guarded so long. 
In 1839 another Englishman succeeded in 
Anding two of the g a llo o t, but not having 
the capital to raise them, abandoned the un­ 
dertaking. 
Tea years later Colonel Gower). 
an American, who had distinguished himself 
by raising Hie Russian fleet of seventy ves­ 
sels, with all their armament and outfit, which 
had been sunk iu the harbor of Sehastojwl 
during the Crimean war, was applied to by 
the Spanish Concessionaire, and he having 
satisfied himself of the feasibility of the pro­ 
ject formed a company in England to carry it 
out. 
The Spanish authorities took advantage 
of some technicality to transfer the conces­ 
sion to a Frenal! company, which, however, 
was prevented from pursuing the project very 
far by the breaking out of lite Franco-Prus- 
sian war. 
It succeeded, however, lo recover­ 
ing several bars of gold and silver, which, on 
being tested, fully sustain the estimate made 
of tho value of the entire treasure, and Colo­ 
nel Gowen succeeded in purchasing the good­ 
will of the French company, which lie has 
transferred to an American association, which 
intends immediately to enter upon the finding 
of the long-lost treasure.— World.

$37,000,000 
AWAITING 
AN OWNER FOR 172 
YEARS BENEATH THE SPANISH MAIN. 
For over a hundred rrnl fifty years, ever 
since the galleons laden with Spanish gold 
vanlsned in the dark waves of the harbor or 
Vigo from ihs grasp of the conquering Dutch 
and English fleet3, efforts to bring them again 
to the light of day and make them disgorge 
tlieii gorgeous cargoes have been many aud 
fruitless. 
These riches thu3 toolr to them­ 
selves tins and swam away, It will be re­ 
membered, in 1702,' during the war of the 
Spanish succession. 
Spain was accustomed 
to draw all her sinews of, war from her pos­ 
sessions in South America, and her drafts 
were always duly honored, but the value re­ 
ceived was apt to get into the pockets of the 
wrong parties. The seas swarmed with Dutch 
and English privateers which made easy prey 
of the Spanish treasure-ships, rendered slow 
sailors by their unwieldy biild. 
Owing to 
these repeated anticipations of the modern 
custom-house seizures Spain from 
1698 to 
1702 imported no treasure, but at last her ne­ 
cessities became so grout that she resolved to 
brave the Dutch and English Jayne of those 
days. 
Accordingly in the spring of the lat­ 
ter year u fleet of twenty-three galleons,laden 
with treasure which had accumulated to a 
larger amount than ever before through the 
interval oí non-importation, and convoyed by 
twenty-three 
French linc-of-bntlle ships— 
France being the ally of Spain—and nearly 
the entire Spanish fleet, set out from the 
Spanish South American ports bound for 
Cadiz, aud evading the Anglo-Dutch fleet 
sent to intercept them arrived safely in the 
harbor of Vigo on the 22d of September.— 
The treasure-sbips were brought within the 
lower bay, the narrow channel leading to 
which was lined with forts, and to make as­ 
surance doubly sure a boom was thrown 
across the entrance. 
Some technicality due 
to Spanish etiquette caused a delay in land­ 
ing the treasure, which the enemy’s fleet took 
advantage of, and on the 21st of October it 
after a severe struggle cut through the boom 
and triumphantly entered the supposed secure 
inner bay. 
The Spaniards 
seeing their 
dreaded despoilers thus successful, abandoned 
all thoughts of resistance and only thought of 
preventing the spoils from falling into the 
hands of the victors. 
They immediately be­ 
gan to burn and Seattle the treasure-sbips, 
with such success that only nine fell into the 
hands of the conquerors, two of which had 
to be abandoned, and one—the richest prize 
of the entire fleet—taken by the English 
frigate Monmouth, struck on a rock when 
leaving tho harbor, and was lost. 
The Eng­ 
lish and Dutch made off in triumph with 
their six captures, and the remaining seven­ 
teen galleons with their treasures have re­ 
mained at the bottom of the harbor of Vigo 
to the present day. 
The amount of treasure 
on board the galleons at the outset is estima­ 
ted at 50,000,000 of pieces of eight, which is 
equivalent to that number of dollars in gold, 
from which is to be deducted the amount 
landed, which is computed at 7,000,000, and 
the amount captured,which is 6,000,000 more, 
leaving 37,000,000 of pieces of eight, or $37,- 
000,000, now submerged in the harbor of 
Vigo. 
During the last century, before the 
diving-bell had been invented, it was out of 
the question to attem pt the recovery of what 
was thus, though lost to sight, dear to the 
memory of the Spaniard. 
But in 1825 an 
Englishman named Dickson, armed with a 
concession from the Spanish Government, 
made an unsuccessful attem pt to rob Vigo’s 
harbor of the treasure it had guarded so long. 
In 1859 another Englishman succeeded in 
finding two of the galleons, but not having 
the capital to raise them, abandoned the un­ 
dertaking. 
Ten years later Colonel Gowen, 
an American, who had distinguished himself 
by raising ihe Russian fleet of seventy ves­ 
sels, with all their armament and outfit, which 
had been sunk in the harbor of Sebastopol 
during the Crimean war, was applied to by 
the Spanish Concessionaire, and he having 
satisfied himself of the feasibility of the pro­ 
ject formed a company in England to carry it 
out. 
The Spanish authorities took advantage 
of some technicality to transfer the conces­ 
sion to a Freneh company, which, however, 
was prevented from pursuing the project very 
far by the breaking out of the Franco-Prus- 
sian war. 
It succeeded, however, in recover- 
several bars of gold and silver, which, on 
being tested, fully sustain the estimate made 
of the value of the entire treasure, and Colo­ 
nel Gowen succeeded in purchasing the good­ 
will of the French company, which he has 
transferred to an American association, which 
intends immediately to enter upon tho finding 
of the long-lost, treasure.— World.

A u I d i o t i c I’ro c c e ilin g 
The attem pt of the President of the Na­ 
tional Bank of Commerce at Providence to 
throw the groat Sprague concern is very ill- 
a irised and mulish, if it is not positively idi­ 
otic. 
Ile seems to have consulted his own in­ 
clinations, for tho stockholders of his own 
hank at least arc pretty strongly opposed to 
it, even if ^majority do not peremptorily order 
bim to discontinue tho suit. 
The holies of ob­ 
taining anything from a debtor in tho bank­ 
ruptcy court are very small, and the bank will 
will stand a much chance of a dividend on its 
claim if it waits the working of the trustee 
scheme. 
Tho lawyers are the ones who main­ 
ly profit from bankruptcy proceedings, and 
they fatten. 
But if tho chauecs were good 
for obtaining a little better dividend or a 
prompter settlement In the court It would be 
a losing operation in the end if it involved, as 
it pretty surely does, the wiping out of the 
Sprague interest. 
As a simple matter of dol­ 
lars and cents even the bank could better af­ 
ford to lose every dollar it has in Hie concern 
than end its operations. 
There is an indirect 
benefit derivable from large manufacturing es­ 
tablishments that render the loss of the en­ 
tire amount of tho debts of tho Sprague! a 
mere flea-bite to tho state of ItboJe Island. 
With the spindles running full time money is 
druwu into tho hopper and is ground into 
fowl for seventy-five thousand of her people; 
hut if idleness is enforced, tho penny-wise- 
and-pound-foolisli back will probably have to 
put up its own shutters for lack of business. 


T h e T r u e M o lm iu n o f (b o < t i r r c u r y 
Q u e s t i o n , 
Congress, after a whole winter speul in ut­ 
ter disregard lo the needs and urgent de­ 
mands of the business* mea of tho entire 
country, has at length pronounced its senti­ 
ments on tho currency question with sufficient 
distinctness to show that it favors inflation. 
Instead of contraction this Congress will give 
us about us much inflation as it can venture 
upon directly, and indirectly as much as It 
thinks the public will fail to discover with suf­ 
ficient clearness to fix responsibility. 
We do 
not apprehend the war that the Herald scents 
from afar, nor s u p in e the West and tho East 
will ever come to deadly codflict, on this point 
at teats. Such aset-tocould hardly happen, as 
the West could never scrape together enough to 
bay the necessary columbiads, nor could she 
even pay tho molb-tax on uniforms. 
The 
West is in the same situation to the East as 
the entire country is to Europe. 
She needs 
capital. 
She bas been clamoring for years 
for more greenbacks and national bank cur­ 
rency, but they won’t help her any. 
The 
granting of the privilege to issue more bank 
notes in Minnesota, or Kansas, or Illinois, 
wouldn't benefit these localities to any exteat 
beyond their dividends in express companies, 
as the latter would have a larger volume of 
business in carrying the notes to the Eastern 
centers of trade. 
Tho mistake the West 
makes is in considering currency and money 
synonymous terms. 
Tim West needs capital, 
not currency, and in so far as capital moved 
westward 
currency 
would 
not 
only 
go 
with 
it, 
hut 
it 
would 
remain 
as 
long as 
tho 
capital 
slayed. 
An­ 
other error is made on both sides of the 
controversy. 
Neither the proper inflation nor 
the needed contraction can be arrived at and 
expressed 
by fixing a certain sum. 
It is 
a manifestation of profound ignorance of the 
nature of the relation of currency to business 
that undertakes to say that three hundred and 
fifty-six or four hundred milliOHs, or any other 
fixed sum, is the proper sum to put and keep 
upon the market. 
The volmno of currency 
should follow the laws of business, which has 
its contracting and expanding periods. 
Even 
such a child in finance us Judge Kelly knows 
that It takes more money to move the corn and 
wheat of the west and the cotton of the south 
in their season than when only ordinary busi­ 
ness is being transacted; there are also peri­ 
ods when a large volume of general business 
is done. 
If the smaller sum of currency 
named is only enough for the general busi­ 
ness, then it Is far too little to move the crops; 
if it Is enough to move them, then it is far too 
largo for general business. 
It is quite easy, 
after closely looking into the question, to see 
that to fix any sum of currency is to make a 
blind dash at the subject without either con­ 
tracting or expanding, and thus doing practi- 
caliy nothing. 
The desideratum is an elastic currency, and 
there is just one way to obtain it. 
It will be 
found in tho retirement of greenbacks entirely 
and the adoption of a free-banking system, 


each bank to be allowed to issue Just as many 
bills as tis deposits of bonds secure, but mak­ 
ing it an Imperative condition that every bank 
must redeem its bills iu coin when presented 
at its own counter or at its redeeming agent’s 
at the commercial centres. 
When commerce 
does not need ail the bills in circulation they 
will be presented for redemption; when she 
does need them or more they will be drawn 
from the banks and kept afloat. 
This is tflas- 
tlc currency, the only kind that any country 
will ever discover or find practicable, and 
until the United States adopts this system it 
will float upon a sea of uncertainty and run 
the continual risk of a financial explosion. 


P o s i t i v e Tm. N e g a t i v e . 
Itev. Mr. Hendrick, a minister of Brooklyn, 
is on liis trial in that city before a church tri­ 
bunal for the alleged offence of drunkenness. 
No direct, specific evidence is thus far offered 
to prove him guilty. 
The weight of what tes­ 
timony has been put in goes to show that the 
reverend gentleman’s conduct on certain oc­ 
casions was peculiar.and, in the opinion of 
witnesses, be was under the influence <rt liquor. 
Whether he really was or not we do not pro­ 
fess to know, 
lie may have been as drunk 
as Noah, another great preacher, was at a 
certain time, or he may be, as is not impossi­ 
ble, vilely and contemptibly slandered; our 
object iu noticing tho case Is not to put iii a 
plea for or against Mr. Kendrick, but to indi­ 
cate a particular in which defence and vindica­ 
tion is difficult in accusations of,this kind. Now, 
be it remembered, this pastor is not charged 
with having been beastly intoxicated at such a 
lime aud in such a way as to admit of no 
doubt as to the fact, hut is simply accused of 
having acted in such a manner as to render 
drunkenness Hie easiest and most plausible 
explanatiou to the mind of the average church 
member. 
One lady, a witness for the prosecu­ 
tion, In the effort to sustain tho hypothesis of 
intoxication, testifies that Mr. Kendrick visi­ 
ted lier house and in tho courso of Hie inter­ 
view “ punched” her on the shoulder and then 
laughed loudly and wept a little. 
She al­ 
leges 
also 
that 
she 
“met 
him 
at 
a 
public ball, where ho made a speech saying it 
was better to train Hic feet to dance than tho 
•tongue to slander.” 
This last proposition we 
heartily believe to be a true one, although the 
two members of it arc not necessarily alterna­ 
tives. 
Other witnesses declared their belief 
that from what they saw of Mr. Kendrick's 
conduct at times which they specified, be 
must have been In a moist aud bibulous con­ 
dition. 
We repeat, it is not our purpose to 
canvass the merits of this particular case, but 
just to say what herein follows: 
Any special 
fact may seem clean-cut and plain in its char­ 
acter, yet it is always the sequence of com­ 
plex causes of long standing. 
Accusations 
are easy; explanations hard,and indeed some­ 
times impossible, even where no actual guilt 
exists at all. 
For example: the fact upon 
which the lady witness founded her phrase of 
“ punched on the shoulder” may not have 
been a serious one, but it is manifest that the 
lady when on the stand or before Hie public 
would have th* interpretation of those words 
all her own way. 
The man would be help­ 
less in the face of such a count in the indict­ 
ment as a feather before an east wind. 
A 
cobweb is traditionally easy to break, but a 
million of them might make a cable strong 
enough to bang Daniel Lambert; also, one 
witness makes many. 
Let one man swear 
he sees a balloon in a totally vacant sky and 
a thousand stimulated eyes will see it too. 
Give human nature a “ cu e” aud th* chorus 
of voices which will read in unison will sur­ 
prise the ghost of Socrates. If Kendrick was 
drunk we aro sorry; bat his only defence is 
powerless against such testimony as seems to 
have been admitted by the committee which 
is trying him.

E d ito r Freem an:—So tongas there is snow 
in Washington we fellows a y h e lesser Capitol 
cannot expect balmy breezes from the sonth. 
However if lias been “ warm” enough on the 
floor of the House of late—in a legislative 
sense—but the atmosphere outside remains 
cool. 
As I predicted, there was a break in 
the Railway Committee last Monday night, 
and a rush of bills, together with a special 
report, which wa3 doomed necessary, perhaps, 
to cover and serve as an excuse for Hie tardy 
action of that committee. 
And what is that 
special report? 
Why, the committee say 
that no bill calling for a Rapid Transit Com­ 
mission will obtain the capital of outsiders- 
Well, admit it. 
Aud lf true, why tell us this 
ami at the same moment send into the House 
a half-dozen or moro bills of this character ? 
The fact is that the special report is a special 
plea—a piece of truth and strategy combined 
—a piece of buncombe worthy the best efforts 
of a Vanderbilt committee. 
One thing, how­ 
ever, i3 certain, the House has lite bills and 
can fight and squabble over such “ bones” as 
any of them may coutain. 
Rapid transit, as 
managed here, is, as Hie Frenchman would 
say, “ von grande stupendous humpng.” 
It 
seems impossible for any legislature to assem­ 
ble here without one of two tilings being 
present—a clown on the floor or aome sensa­ 
tional subject like a New York charter or 
rapid transit. 
I begin to doubt whether New 
York will ever receive rapid transit without 
leaving the municipal authorities thereto pro­ 
vide who shall construct it and w|iere it shall 
be built. 
The purpose seems to bo to absorb 
all the routes, gobble up all the franchises and 
hold them for—the Lord only knows what. 
It is a groat mistake to suppose that Hie 
average legislator knows what the great me­ 
tropolis needs. 
Tho ordinary member is a 
Supervisor; no more, no less. 
Ile knows all 
about highways, special town meetings and 
Hie requirements of his town, but when he 
strikes a “ heavy” subject requiring depth of 
thought and broad views which shall reflect 
tbe wisdom of the enactment long after he 
shall slumber 'neath a slab, the responsibility 
becomes too onerous for his mental capacity 
and lie quietly turns it over to tho “ leaders" 
of the House—content with voting on the 
question aye or nay. 
However, it will not do 
to say that this class of men are not necessary 
to ensure good legislation; on tho contrary 
they have a fund of sound, practical common 
sense that, combined, serves as a sort of ba!- 
auce-wbeel lo tho onward tendencies of a legis­ 
lature. They generally come from the common 
walks of life; they have mingled with the 
iwople; their sentiments ore moulded in the 
crucible of honesty and sobriety, and they 
more nearly reflect the wishes of the masses 
than those whose education has perverted 
their own tastes and whose aristocratic habits 
have rendered thoir sensibilities impervious to 
an open and frank avowal of public thought. 
The supply hill has been under consideration 
all the week, as well as part of last, and we 
have had some sharp discussions over certain 
items in it. 
Last week General Batcheiler 
charged that delay on the bill meant a corrupt 
combination to secure tho insertion of certain

Beiug of tho latter class, members thought 
they would keep a few of the sm art boys on 
baud, and this called for pay for an extra 
eleven.

partner with Alvord iu the law business. 
We

home veterans to throw off tho weight of 
pcut-up gushness that has bceu weighing] 
them down so long. 
Tho scream of th*

I lance. 
Anecdotes and repartee flew about 
the chamber, and Houghton aud Waehner got 
leach other by the ears badly.

does not need all the bills in circulation they 
will be presented for redemption; when she 
does need them or more they will be drawn 
from the banks and kept afloat. 
This is elas­ 
tic currency, the only kind that any country 
will ever discover or find practicable, and 
until the United States adopts this system it 
will float upon a sea of uncertainty and run 
the continual risk of a financial explosion.

nal conception of the female in him. 
Wo­ 
man is the oflspring of man in his pris­ 
tine state of celibacy while sound asleep. 
Therefore she is not a separate entity or an 
original creation, but the counterpart of man, 
coming back to him iu death, as clinging to 
him iu life, and vanishing in eternity as 
dreams by daylight. 
Hence it is that the 
Scriptures speak of man as having dominion, 
command women to keep silence, aud never 
represent angels to the capacity of females.’

An Id iotic Proceeding. 
The attempt of the President of the Na 
tional Bank of Commerce at Providence to 
throw the great Sprague concern is very ill 
advised and mulish, if it is not positively idi 
otic. 
lie seems to have consulted his own in 
cliualions, for the stockholders of his own 
bank at least are pretty strongly opposed to 
it, even if ^majority do not peremptorily order 
him to discontinuo the suit. 
The hopes of ob 
taining anything from a debtor in the bank 
ruptcy court are very small, and the bank will 
will stand a much chance of a dividend on its 
claim if it waits the working of the trustee 
scheme. 
The lawyers are the ones who main 
ly profit from bankruptcy proceedings, aud 
they fatten. 
But if the chanees were good 
for obtaining a liltlo better dividend or 
prompter settlement in the court it would be 
a losing operation in the end if it involved, as 
it pretty surely does, the wiping out of the 
Sprague interest. 
As a simple matter of dol 
lars and cents even the bank could better af­ 
ford to lo3e every dollar it has in the concern 
than end its operations. 
There is an indirect 
benefit derivable from large manufacturing es 
tablishments that render the loss of the cn 
tire amount of the debts of the Spragues 
mere flea-bite to tbo state of Rhode Island 
With the spindles running full time money is 
drawn into the hopper and is ground into 
food for seventy-five thousand of her people 
but if idleness is enforced, the penny-wise 
and-pound-foolish bank will probably have to 
put up its own shutters for lack of business 


TIic True S olution of tins Currency 
Q uestion. 
Congress, after a wbole winter spent in ut 
ter disregard to the needs and urgent de­ 
mands of the busiuesss men of the entire 
country, has at length pronounced its sent! 
ments on the currency question with sufficient 
distinctness to show that it favors inflation 
Instead of contraction this Congress will give 


U3 about as much inflation as it can venture 
upon directly, and indirectly as much as it 
thinks the public will fail to discover with suf­ 
ficient clearness to fix responsibility. 
We do 
not apprehend the war that the Herald scents 
from afar, nor suppose the West and the East 
will ever come to deadly codflict, on this point 
atleats. Such a set-to could hardly happen, as 
the West could never scrape together enough to 
buy the necessary columbiads, nor could she 
even pay tho molh-tax on uniforms. 
The 
West is in the same situation to the East as 
the entire country is to Europe. 
She needs 
capital. 
She has been clamoring for years 
for more greenbacks and national bank cur 
rency, but they won’t help her any. 
The 
granting of the privilege to issue more bank 
notes in Minnesota, or Kansas, or Illinois, 
wouldn’t benefit these localities to any extent 
beyond their dividends in express companies 
as the latter would have a larger volume of 
business in carrying the notes to the Eastern 
centers of trade. 
The mistake the West 
makes is in considering currency and money 
synonymous terms. 
The West needs capita] 
not currency, and in so far as capital moved 
westward 
currency 
would 
not 
only 
go 
with 
it, 
but 
it 
would 
remain 
as long as 
the 
capital 
stayed. 
An 
other error i3 made on both sides or the 
controversy. 
Neither the proper inflation nor 
tho needed contraction can be arrived at and 
expressed 
by fixing a certain sum. 
It 
a manifestation of profound ignorance of the 
nature of the relation of currency to business 
that undertakes to say that three hundred and 
fifty-six or four hundred millions, or any other 
fixed sum, is the proper sum to put and keep 
upon the market. 
The volume of currency 
should follow the laws of business, which has 
its contracting and expanding periods. 
Even 
such a child in finance a3 Judge Kelly knows 
that it takes more money to move the corn and 
wheat of the west and the cotton of the south 
in their season than when only ordinary busi 
ness is being transacted; there are also peri 
ods when a large volume of general business 
is done. 
If tho smaller sum of currency 
named is only enough for the general busi­ 
ness, then it is far too little to move the crops, 
if it Is enough to move them, then it is far toó 
largo for general business. 
It is quite easy, 
after closely looking into the question, to see 
that to fix any sum of currency is to make 
blind dash at the subject without either con 
traicting or expanding, and thus do'mg practi 
caily nothing. 
The desideratum is an elastic currency, and 
there is just one way to obtain it. 
It will be 
found iu tho retirement of greenbacks entirely 
and the adoption of a free-banking system, 


O U R A L U A .H V C O R R E S P O N D E N C E . 


P o sitiv e v s. N egative. 
Itev. Mr. Hendrick, a minister of Brooklyu, 
is on his trial in that city before a church tri­ 
bunal for tbo alleged offence of drunkenness. 
No direct, specific evidence is thus far offered 
to prove him guilty. 
The weight of what tes­ 
timony has been put in goes to show that tho 
reverend gentleman’s conduct on certain oc­ 
casions was peculiar^and, in the opinion of 
witnesses, be was an Jer the influence of liquor. 
Whether he really was or not we do not pro­ 
fess to know. 
He may have been as drunk 
as Noah, another great preacher, was at a 
certain time, or he may be, as is not impossi­ 
ble, vilely aud contemptibly slandered; our 
object in noticing the case Is not to put iu a 
plea for or against Mr. Kendrick, but to indi­ 
cate a particular iu which defence and vindica­ 
tion is difficult in accusations of.this kind. Now, 
be it remembered, this pastor is not charged 
with having been beastly intoxicated at sucli a 
lime and in such a way as to admit of no 
doubt as to the fact, but is simply accused of 
having acted in such a manner as to render 
drunkenness the easiest and most plausible 
explanatiou to the mind of the average church 
member. 
One lady, a witness for the prosecu­ 
tion, in the effort to sustain the hypothesis of 
intoxication, testifies that Mr. Kendrick visi­ 
ted her house and in the course of the inter­ 
view “punched” her on the shoulder and then 
laughed loudly aud wept a little. 
She ul­ 
lages 
also 
that 
she 
“met 
him 
at a 
public ball; where ho made a speech saying it 
was better to train tho feet to dance than the 
■tongue to slander.” 
Tbi3 last proposition wo 
heartily believe to be a true one, although the 
two members of it arc not necessarily alterna­ 
tives. Other witnesses declared their belief 
that from what they saw of Mr. Kcodrick's 
conduct at time3 which they specified, he 
must have been in a moist aud bibulous con­ 
dition. 
Wo repeat, it is not our purpose to 
canvass the merits of this particular case, but 
just to say what herein follows: 
Any special 
fact may seem clean-cut and plain in its char­ 
acter, yet it is always the sequence of com­ 
plex causes of long standing. 
Accusations 
are easy; explanations hard,and indeed some­ 
times impossible, even where no actual guilt 
exists at aU- 
For example: the fact upon 
which the lady witness founded her phrase of 
punched on the shoulder” may not have 
been a serious one, but it is manifest that the 
lady when on the stand or before the public 
would have the interpretation of those words 
all her own way. 
The man would be help 
less in the face of such a count in the indict­ 
ment as a feather before an east wind. 
A

enough to hang Daniel Lambert; also, one 
witness makes many. 
Let one man swear 
bo sees a balloon in a totally vacant sky and 
a thousand stimulated eyes will see it too. 
Give human nature a “ cue” and the choru3 
of voices which will read in unison will sur­ 
prise the ghost of SocratC3. If Kendrick was 
drunk we are sorry; but his only defence is 
powerless against such testimony as seems to 
have been admitted by the committee which 
is trying him.

A lb a n y , April 1, 1874. 
E d it o r F r e e m a n :—So long as there is snow 
in Washington we fellows aLtbe lesser Capitol 
cannot expect balmy breezes from the south. 
However if bas been “ warm” enough on the 
floor of the House of late—in a legislative 
sense—but the atmosphere outside remains 
cool. 
As I predicted, there was a break in 
the Railway Committee last Monday night, 
and a rush of bills, together with a speeial 
report, which wa3 deemed necessary, perhaps, 
to cover and serve as au excuse for the tardy 
action of that committee. 
And what is that 
special report? 
Why, the committee say 
that no bill calling for a Rapid Transit Com­ 
mission will obtain the capital of outsiders- 
Well, admit it. 
Aud if true, why tell us this 
and at the same moment send into the House 
half-dozen or moro bills of this character ? 
The fact is that the special report is a special 
plea—a piece of truth and strategy combined 
—a piece of buncombe worthy the best efforts 
of a Vanderbilt committee. 
One thing, how­ 
ever, is certain, the House has the bills and 
can fight and squabble over such “ bones” as 
any of them may contain. 
Rapid transit, as 
managed here, is, as the Frenchman would 
say, “ von grande stupendous humpug.” It 
seems impossible for any legislature to assem­ 
ble here without one of two things bein 
present—a clown on the floor or some sensa­ 
tional subject like a New York charter or 
rapid transit. 
I begin to doubt whether New 
York will ever receive rapid transit without 
leaving the municipal authorities thereto pro­ 
vide who shall construct it and wjiere it shall 
be built. 
The purpose seems to be to absorb 
all the routes, gobble up all the franchises and 
hold them for—the Lord only knows what. 
It is a great mistake to suppose that the 
average lcgislaLor knows what the great me­ 
tropolis needs. 
The ordinary member is 
Supervisor; no more, no less, 
lie knows all 
about highway», special town meetings and 
tiie requirements of his town, but when he 
strikes a “ heavy” subject requiring depth of 
thought and broad views which shall reflect 
the wisdom of the enactment long after he 
shall slumber ’neath a slab, the responsibility 
becomes too onerous for liis mental capacity 
and he quietly turns it over to tho “ leaders” 
of the IIou3e—content with voting on the 
question aye or nay. 
However, it will not do 
to say that this class of men are not necessary 
to ensure good legislation; on the coutrary 
they have a fund of sound, practical common 
sense that, combined, serves as a sort of bai- 
auce-wheel to the onward tendencies of a legis­ 
lature. They generally come from the common 
walks of life; they have mingled witii the 
people; their sentiments are moulded in the 
crucible of honesty and sobriety, and they 
more nearly reflect the wishes of the masses 
than those whose education has perverted 
their own taste3 and whose aristocratic habits 
have rendered ihoir sensibilities impervious to 
an open aud frank avowal of public thought. 
The supply bill has been under consideration 
all the week, as well as part of last, and we 
have had some sharp discussions over certain 
items in it. 
Last week General Batchellcr 
charged that delay on the bill meant a corrupt 
combination to secure the insertion of certain 
iteni3 in the same, but with tho exception of 
Charley Soencer’s raid in aid of eleven page 
boys, aud his $90,000 job in aid of Dr. Swin­ 
burne as ex-IIealth Officer for “ back pay,” I 
know of nothing very startling—unless it is 
that $50,000 Saratoga monument item which 
was in the bit! when Batchellcr reported it. 
The Speaker’s plan of appointing pages for 
half the session proved a failure, as much for 
the reason that ignorance prevailed in selec­ 
tions made for the latter half as anything else, 
l’age boys here are very useful if intelligent, 
a nuisance if of wooden-headed manufacture. 
Being of the latter class, members thought 
they would keep a few of the smart boys on 
hand, aud this called for pay for an extra 
eleven. 
Spencer’s appeal was cflcctual, and 
the state will not be ruined. 
The big fight came up yesterday over that 
Saratoga monument item. 
Warner Miller of 
Herkimer made war ou that,claiming that the 
practice in other countries was to build small 
aud inexpensive monuments on the spot where 
a battle was fought, while the greater ones 
were at the great centres or capitals of coun­ 
tries. 
Iu addition to this, Mr. Miller thought 
the present condition of our finances did not 
warrant thi3 heavy expenditure just at pres­ 
ent. 
He thought it would be time enough to 
think of a graud monument in commcmora 
tion of tho Saratoga Revolutionary victory, 
and others as well, when tho new Capitol 
should be completed, erecting a grand one on 
the site of the present Capitol building. 
Mil­ 
ler’s view seems to be sound, but the bubble 
of buncombe patriotism that burst scattered 
its spray all over the House, and even “ Old 
Salt ” got up to urge tho monument at Sara 
toga, as did young Farrar, whose brother Í3 a 
partner with Alvord iu the law business. 
We 
haven’t had such a gu3h of “ patriotic ” fervor 
since the late war, when “ trupes ” were need 
ed, and it was a splendid chance for stay-at 
home veterans to throw off the weight of 
pent-up gu3hness that has been weighin 
them down so loug. 
The scream of the 
“ eagle,” the starry flag, the blood-tracked 
snow at Valley Forge, the Great Jehovah 
aud Contiueutal Congress, Ethan Allen and 
George Washington were all painted in glow 
ing colors—witii the little hatchet in the dis­ 
tance. 
Anecdotes and repartee flew about 
the chamber, and Houghton aud Waehner got 
each other by the car3 badly. 
The former 
thought Waehner’s ancestry must have been 
Hessians, while the latter got even by sayiu 
that if Houghton’s grandfather iought at 
Banker Hill he probably wore a red coat. 
That brought down the house, galleries and 
all. 
Houghton talks of reading up tho code, 
and going to Canada with a pistol. 
Dr. Swinburne’s little item of $90,000, after 
a severe struggle, went in the bill; but it came 
up again to-day on motion of young Badger 
of Franklin, who moved to strike it out 
Batcheller made a severe speech and after 
skirmish the Doctor’s item went out with 
rush, 108 to 8. 
Yesterday your delegation 
voted for it; to-day agaiust it. 
I reckon,from 
what Batchellcr covettly charged, that nobody 
has been using suyar on this item, as well 
they might, since $25,000 of the total amount, 
used in Oakes Ames fashion, would be apt to 
accomplish considerable. 
The Senate lias been wrestling with that 
County Treasurers bill, and its final fate is 
like the sword of Damocles—suspended by 
thread. 
A sharp debate, over discharging 
the House Commerce and Navigation Com­ 
mittee from Bennett’s Williamsburgh ferry 
bill, sprung up on Monday evening. 
The 
committee had been holding the bill too long, 
and Bennett smelt a rat. 
Personalities were 
indulged in, and finally an adverse report was 
made, which was disagreed with, much to the 
chagrin of Barney Biglin, who didn’t manage 
the thing right at all. 
There is a rumor of 
sugar in that bill also. 
Unless a report is 
made soon on a Long Island City bill—Front 
street—there will be another fuss. 
So you see 
thatalitalk of “ reform” is buncombe. 
The 
boys are skirmishing lively-for “ bones,” grow 
ing more hungry as the session advances. 
Mr. Snyder’s Saugcrties tire bill passed the 
Senate on Tuesday, and goes to the Govern 
or. 
Nine pins down for Snyder. 
Ilis Hirsch 
Benevolent (Kingston) Association bill is also 
favorably reported in tho House. 
Senator 
Connelly lias presented a remonstrance against 
Mr. Griffin's bill to protect fish in the counties 
of Ulster, Greet?*» and Delaware, which passed 
the House la3t week. 
Tho Senator’s bill to 
proteet fish in the Wallkill passed the Senate 
yesterday. 
Judge Westbrook and S. L. Stebbins were 
in town yesterday at Congress Hall, the for­ 
mer coming here to hold Special Term. 
The 
Judgo is very popular here.

Albany, April 2.—The committees on rail­ 
roads of the Senate and Assembly held an ad­ 
journed meetiDg this evening in the Senate 
chamber to hear further argument on the bill 
to reduce fares and freight on the Harlem 
Railroad. 
Senator Gross and Assemblymen 
Wright and Caldwell from the Legislature ap­ 
peared before the committees, besides an ar­ 
ray or legal talent from Westchester, includ­ 
ing Judge Robert Cochran and John B. H aven; 
also, several manufacturers and committees 
of citizens alone the line. 
The first speaker was Mr. Weiss from Mount 
Vernon, who exhibited invoices of merchan­ 
dise shipped at different time3 over the route, 
showing an increase of neaily 200 per cent. 
In reference to /are he^stated that formerly it 
cost only $ 3 6 a year from Mount Vernon to 
the City Hall, while now it costs nearly $130. 
He also contended that the price of real estate 
in Mount Vernon and vicinity had been at a 
stand-still forflftecc years because mechanics 
and othei'3 were deterred from renting or buy­ 
ing by the high rate of fares. 
Chauncey M. Depew followed in au eloquent 
speech iu favor of the railroad company, last­ 
ing over an hour. 
He claimed that Harlem 
Railroad stock had been brought to its pres­ 
ent value of 130 from less than 5 entirely in 
cousequeuce of the exertions of Commodore 
Vanderbilt. 
On the subject of fares he ad­ 
mitted that the company charged on tho city 
Hue from the City Hall to Forty-second street 
one cent per passenger more than any other 
company was authorized to charge, but stated 
that the question of reduction was under con­ 
sideration by the Directors. 
As to other fares 
and-freights he claimed that considering the 
length of the line and its unprofitable charac­ 
ter beyond Brewster’s its rates were as low as 
those of any railroad of a similar character. 
Robert Cochran followed, briefly recapitula 
ting statements aud figures heretofore pre­ 
sented. 
He showed that the loaniugs of the 
road would justify the reduction claimed aud 
would still enable the company to pay hand­ 
some dividends, 
lie argued that the compa­ 
ny bad received some of the most valuable 
franchises and that the city of New York was 
even now contributing several millions of dol­ 
lars for the Fourth avenue improvement,which 
is being made for the benefit of this company. 
Other gentlemen also spoke, when Mr. Ilas- 
lcin asked and obtained leave to present to the 
committees a brief statement comparing the 
rates of this company now with those former­ 
ly charged and also with those of other com­ 
panies in the vicinity of New York.

The eyes of taste and the delicate band and 
the hearts of love suggested, formed and 
recommended an uncommonly Beautiful dis 
position of the many materials. 
Daring the 
mass on yesterday, when the “ Gloria” was 
chanted, when the bell3 rung, choir sung, the 
organ played and the lights gleamed, a sight 
before lovely appeared far more beautiful on 
the gospel side of the church, a little after­ 
wards, to the eyes of the assembled adorers 
They saw a splendid altar overtopped by two 
Gothic arches which were both crowned by j l 
circular one.

Resolutions adopted at the union temper­ 
ance moetiog at the Baptist Church, Kings­ 
ton, Apnl 1st, 1874. The following gentlemen 
took an earnest part in the discussion on the 
adoption of the resolutions: Rev.’ Messrs. 
Westgate, Dennistou, Ostrander, Van Sant- 
voord, Kingsbury, Schepmoes and Nicholson, 
Gen. J. S. Smith, T. Spore, Esq. 
Eight cler­ 
gymen were on the platform. 
The following 
resolutions were adopted: 
A\ HEBEA3, The traffic in intoxicating liquors 
as a beverage Í3 a prolillc source of crime, 
pauperism, 
Sabbath desecration, domestic 
misery, murders, and other untimely deaths, 
and at war with the best interests of society; 
therefore, 
Resolved, That as the city government is 
instituted to promote the welfare of the peo­ 
ple by the enforcement of state laws and such 
ordinances as the municipal authorities may 
deem necessary to preserve health and pro­ 
tect society from all dangerous nuisances, and 
wo consider the liquor traffic as within the 
province of the enlightened action of our 
Board of Common Council, and that we have 
a right to demand such action as will confine 
the sale of intoxicating drinks within the 
strict requirements of the law, and the en­ 
forcement of the legal penalties. 
W h b rX as, Serious abuses have crept into 
the busine33 of grantlong licenses for the sale 
of intoxicating drinks under the present ex­ 
cise law, so that a number of drinking places, 
far larger than any real or possible necessity 
of the community requires, are in constant 
operation, often in defiance of law, always to 
the detriment of morals and religion, and pro­ 
moting iutempcrance, pauperism and crime by 
their influence; and 
Whereas, The time is at hand when the 
Common Council of this city will appoint a 
Board of Excise Commissioners for the ensu­ 
ing year; therefore 
Resolved, That the friends of temperance iu 
this city here assembled, representing the 
moral and religious sentiment of the commu­ 
nity, respectfully request such Board of Ex­ 
cise as may be appointed through the Common 
Council to observe the following points in case 
they grant any licenses: 
1. To fix the rate of license fees at the high­ 
est figure allowed by the law. 
2. As by the terms of the present law’ Ex­ 
cise Commissioners may grant licenses to sell 
liquor to be drank on tho premises only to 
actual hotel keepers, no saloon or other li­ 
censes, except to hotels, shall be granted to 
any applicant this year, 
3. That no person having had a license last 
year, and being known to have violated the 
provisions of the Excise law, be granted an 
other license under any circumstances. 
Resolved, That a copy of this paper be pro 
sented to the Common Council, requesting 
that body to transm it the same to the Board 
of Excise as soon as appointed. 
Resolved, That a Committee of Safety of 
citizens be appointed consisting of two per­ 
sons from each ward in upper Kingston, to 
see that the Excise and Sunday laws are en­ 
forced, and violators of the same prosecuted; 
said committee being authorized to raise by 
subscription funds necessary to carry oil their 
work. 
The chair appointed the following as the 
committee: 
T. Spore, W. H. Whitaker, C. 
D. Westbrook, J. H. Dumont, J. Scott Smith 
and A. Schepmoc3. 
Resolved, That in the judgment of the 
friends of temperance the time has come when 
every Christian man and woman should take 
a decided stand for toial abstinence; and to 
this end we urge upon all church members the 
duty of taking and keeping the nledge; and 
we earnestly request all real estate owners, 
both church members and others, to refuse to 
allow their pioperty to be used for the liquor 
traffic under any circumstances. 
. Resolved, That the thanks of the temperance 
men and women ot Kingston are due and are 
hereby given to Alderman Sahler for the noble 
position lie has taken in behalf of temperance 
iu the Common Council; and we also de.sire 
to make grateful acknowledgments to the five 
other Aldermen, Messrs. Westbrook, Tubby 
Overbaugh, Gross aud Whitaker, for their 
votes on the side of temperance last Friday 
evening.
